Wilesden Council have arrived ot 
a decision which has caused consider- 
able surprise and feeling in local 
bathing circles, Throughout the 
summer mixed bathing. has been ex.

at King Edward Park, Kensal-rise, 
and even the charging of double fees 
has failed to keep away the crowd, 
Many charming costumes of varied 
colours have been seen daily. both on 
the grassy slopes of the bath and in the 
water; but now, witkout warning, the 
Council have abolished all colour 
schemes, andinsistoucostumes of tlack 
or very dark blue.

Until a man or woman is proved to 
be guilty. of some misdemeanour or 
crime the presumption is that, how- 
ever strong the-evidence uf guilt, he 


‘| or she should be regarded a< innocent. 


That is the fundamental principle oa 
which British justice resr+,but there 
is ground for fearing that it is not 
always observed.. is _u corollary, 
evecy prisoner has a right to & trial 
without nndue delay, so that all 
nncertainty may beresolved. In that 
matter, again, we fear abuses ate not 
infrequent, and that persons com- 
mitted for trial are incarcerated for 


an unconscionable time before they]. 


are called upon to plead. A saspicion 
that all is not as it should be has led 
the Home Secretary, acting in’ con- 
junction with the Lord Chancellor, to 
decide on appointing 2 Committee 
of Inquiry. It will be presided 
over by Mr. Justice Hoztidge, who 
possesses an intimate knowledge. of 
our judicial system, and among the 
members iil be Sir Evelyn Ruggles- 
Brise, whose many years’ service as 
Commissioner of Prisons fits him pre- 
eminently for a place onthe Com- 
mittee. As his periodical reports 
ave revealed, he has preserved in 
the atmosphere of official life, broad 
sympathies and a well-balanced mind. 
The Committee will be- required to 
recommend such changes in the 
administration ‘of the law as will 
prevent an unduly Jengthy interval 
elapsing between the connuittal of 
prisoner and the dats of his trial. 
The very fact that the Home Sec- 
retary has determined on this in- 
vestigation stggests that he is 
satisfied that the existing machicery 
leaves a good deal to be desired. 
Every accused person is entitled to 
prompt justice: which in democratic 
State is mercly the w Il of the people. 
There is much virtue in the familior 
szying, Salus popu saprema lex. If 
the judicial administration is to be 
respected it must be shorn of any 
such injustice as is invélved in de- 
priving a prisoner of his frgedom for 
a ‘long petiod before he or she is 
brought to trial. Delays bear hardly, 
in particular, on Jarge numbers of 
persons who are able, in due course, 
to prove their innocence. In effect 
they serve sentences by way of 
punisbment for crimes they have not 
committed.

SHIPPING, 


STORY OF A LIVELY VOYAGE. 


UVOLY INCIDENTS. ~~ 

Every now and again we are told 
that the Dago or the Squarchead sea- 
man is far more satisfactory than the 
Britisher because he does not take 
every opportunity of get.ing drunk. 
Similarly our friends scross the At- 
lantic ata constantly being told that 
he is far superior to the American be- 
cause he is far more amenable to dis- 
cipline. The captain of the former 
German Liner “ Pocahontas ” no longer | P 
belisves his informants oa that point. 
We have already received beief re- 
porta of her exciting voyage from 
New York to Naples, says the Journal 
of Commerce, but the later U.S. mail 
brings us fuller details. 

She was manned with az Italian 
erew under American officers. and the 
stories which the former have told 
authorities at Naples differ so mate- 
tally from the report which the latter 
lodged with the U.S. Consul thet they 
have all been ordered back to the 
United States for the matter to be 
fully investigated. The captain 
alleges mutiny and sabotage to the 
vessel sufficient to endanger her safety 
and the safety of her passengers, 
while the ‘crew complain of acts of 
cruelty on his part. If half the repart 
which he sabmits is true there are frw 
who will blame him for mankandling 
the crowd he shipped. No other 
method would be understood. 

The beginning of the ship’s mizfor- 
tanes—a collision with the dock wall 
asshe was leaving Bosten—is more 
than likely to have been parely acci- 
dental, although there are not lark- 
ing eager partisans who declare that 
it was the first attempt of the ttew to 
delay the ship. Two days out water 
began to rise in the exgine-room, and 
the ship took a dangerous list. A 
man named Geneco was on board, ard 

as he. was described, by popular 
pilean to have been the man who 
started the recent fire in the ‘ Pan- 


-| handle State "—which, by the way, 


has not yet been proved arson—the 
captain decided to be ox the safe side. 
and clapped him in irons. He was 
the first. Next day two lower port 
holes were opened, and a qnantity of 
valuable stores spoiled by sea water. 

Meanwhile the state of affairy in 
the engine-room appear to have been 
extraordinary, and steam was con- 
stantly dropping te such a low pres- 
sure that the skip could scarcely 
maintain steerage way. Ashes were 
found to have been thrown into the 
dynamo, and irons were found for the 
whole of the dynamo-room crew. 
Ten days out only one furnace could 
be kept going, and there was still a 
lot of water finding its way into the 
engine-room. The ship’s “doctor ex- 
amined the chief engineer and fourd 


locked in his room, His condi- 
tion is not altogether surprising. Ten 
days later he appears to have slipped 
out of hia cabin and jumped overboard 
but when his body was recovered it 
was discovered that his bands were 
tied together in order to prevent his 
swimming, which started ugly rumours 
of murder. As no report has yet been 
received as to the manner in which 
his wrists were tied, i@ is not possible 
to form a fair jndgment on this point. 
Things ‘eontipned lively. Two 
hundred pieces of the ship’s silver 
were discovered in one of the sea- 
men’s bunks, and the man was 
r promptly manseled. Some days later 
he died saddenly, but no cause is 
assigned to hie death At Punta 
Delgada an attempt to to burp the 
ship was frustrated, and next day 
some of the sepior engineens were 
placed under arrest for nga 
irg to delay: the voyage. 
that time one would have thought 
that everybody oa board was- only 
ten apxious to have it over and done 
with ‘The rapisin was determined

LAST WILL BECOMES, .OID. 


The Leeder a announcement ip 
the Neapolitan Press of the existence 
of several wills of Caruso was un- 


{ founded, .The existing will was made 


in 1919, the one originally mentioned, 
whose draft was discoveted in Caruso’s 
luggage. Signor Vecehietti, Caraso’s 
administrator, who brought it to 
Naples fron Signa, said that the legal 
will was found to be an exact copy of 
the drift disenvered in Naples, In 
the presence of the Neapolitan judges 
and solicitors the will was opened. 
The property left is divided into four 
equal shares, between Signora Dorothy 
Caruso, Caruso’s brother John, and 
his two natural sons, Henry and 
Rudolf. Owing to his little daughter. 
Gloris. not being.meationed, the will 
becomes void. To prevent a law 
suit and the property from 
going into Chancery, an agreement 
has been promptly effected between: 
the executors on the hasis of half the 
inheritance being reserved to Gloria 
and the remaining half of the property 


equally divided between the foar| 


beirs above mentioned, By way of 
protecting Gloria's interest a judicial 
inventory of the property has been 
decreed which will also entitle the 
Government to collect the’heary in- 
heritance dues.
